uniniciligible jargon, and much confuſed maitter 
which upon inſpection will be found quite foreign ro 
the buſineſs of ſpelling or pronouncing — Mr. 
PARDON bouk is carried on ſtep by ſtep, a+ well 
for the uſe of the child, as for the youth of riper 
years ; being fiited to their different capacities, and 
adapted likwiſe to thoſe of greater abilities, who have 
not time to ſtudy the learned languages, but would 
wllingly be acquainied with the beauties of their own. 
Note, There is not a /ſpel/ing-bo0k extant (Par- 
don's excepted) but at their very entrance, con ain a 
jargon never io be underſtood; and yet, Oſhane! 
are uſed in ſome ſchools ; which prejudice is owing 
to the tyranny of cuſtom that too often ſhackles our 


underſtanding,
